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Crop  anil  Livestock  Reports 

Inten'dons  to  Plane  Report,  March  1,  1332 

Farmers  in  the  United  States  are  planning  widespread 
further  readjustments  of  the  acreages  of  the  principal  crops 
according  to  an  analysis  of  the  plans  of  farmers  on  March  1  as 
reported  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 

In  general,  farmers  are  centinuing  the  adjustments  begun 
last  year  and  are  reducing  acreages  of  those  crops  that  are  selling 
at  low  prices  or  that  necessitate  heavy  cash  expenses,  and  they 
are  increasing  crops  needed  on  their  own  farms  for  food  or 
feed. 

According  to  the  reports  received,  farmers  are  planning  to 
make  substantial  increases  in  the  acreages  devoted  to  sweet- 
potatoes,  peanuts,  cowpeas,  and  feed  grains,  all  of  which  were 
planted  on  an  increased  acreage  last  year  and  they  are  planning 
decreases  in  tobacco  and  beans,  which  were  decreased  last 
year,  and  in  rice. 

If  average  loss  of  acreage  occurs  in  1932,  in  contrast  to  the 
very  heavy  losses  in  1931  the  area  of  wheat,  rye,  flax,  and  hay 
finally  harvested  will  be  above  the  acreages  of  these  crops 
actually  harvested  last  year  but  well  below  the  average  acre- 
ages harvested  during  the  last  10  years.  The  acreage  of 
potatoes  planned  shows  sharp  decreases  in  a  number  of  eastern 
commercial  producing  States,  especially  in  some  areas  where 
fertilizer  or  seed  costs  are  high  but  these  decreases  are  nearly 
offset  by  plans  to  increase  in  many  central  and  western  States. 


Taken  as  a  whole,  the  reports  indicate  that  unless  the 
weather  at  planting  time  is  unusually  favorable  a  slight  decrease 
in  the  total  acreage  devoted  to  crops  may  be  expected,  but  with 
no  more  than  average  losses  during  the  growing  season  the 
total  acreage  harvested  is  likely  to  exceed  that  harvested  last 
season.  (This  statement  relates  only  to  the  crops  covered  by 
this  report,  since  intentions  are  not  reported  for  cotton.) 

Wheat. — The  intended  acreage  of  other  spring  wheat  is  re- 
ported at  16,967,000  acres,  an  increase  of  53.3%  over  the  acreage 
harvested  last  year.  There  was  a  heavy  loss  of  acreage  in  the 
Dakotas  and  Montana  in  1931  due  to  drought  and  the  present 
intentions  represent  an  increase  of  about  6%  over  the  acreage 
seeded  last  year.  If  present  intentions  are  carried  out  as  re- 
ported and  there  is  no  material  abandonment,  the  acreage 
harvested  this  year  will  be  about  3%  greater  than  that  har- 
vested in  1929  and  about  the  same  as  in  1930.  In  past  years, 
the  acreage  of  spring  wheat  harvested  has  usually  been  slightly 
in  excess  of  the  acreage  intended.  If  the  usual  departure  occurs 
this  year,  the  harvested  acreage  will  be  17,156,000  acres.  The 
increase  over  last  year  is  shared  by  practically  all  of  the  spring 
wheat  producing  "States,  the  greatest  increases  being  in  the 
States  where  1931  abandonment  was  greatest. 

Farmers  report  an  intention  to  sow  3,868,000  acres  of  durum 
wheat  this  year,  an  increase  of  34.8%  over  the  acreage  harvested 
in  1931.  This  is  about  1%  less  than  the  acreage  sown  in  1931 
when  practically  all  of  the  durum  wheat  territory  was  affected 
by  drought  and'  about  30%  less  than  the  acreage  harvested  in 
929  and  about  18%  less  than  that  harvested  in  1930.

Early  Lamb  Situation,  April  1,  1932 

Weather  conditions  during  March,  except  in  California  and 
Arizona,  were  unfavorable  for  a  good  development  of  the  early 
lamb  crop.  In  the  early  lambing  areas  of  the  Southeast  and  of 
the  Corn  Belt  and  in  Texas,  where  feed  supplies  were  abundant 
and  where  the  ewes  and  early  lambs  were  in  good  condition  at 
the  end  of  February,  the  very  low  temperatures  during  the  first 
half  of  March  checked  the  growth  of  pastures  but  did  not  bring 
any  material  setback  to  the  early  Iambs.  In  the  North  Pacific 
States  where  feed  supplies  were  short  and  ewes  in  rather  poor 
condition  the  cold  wet  weather  in  March  resulted  in  rather 
heavy  mortality  of  both  ewes  and  lambs  and  lowered  the  con- 
dition of  both.  In  California  seasonal  warm  weather  brought 
better  feed  conditions  and  improved  the  prospects  for  quality 
in  the  early  lambs.

Meat  production  from  federally  insjjected  slaughter  during 
February,  1932,  amounting  to  1,183,000,000  pounds,  was  6.3% 
larger  than  the  production  in  February,  1931,  and  1.7%  larger 
than  the  5-year  average  for  the  month.  Much  of  the  increase, 
however,  is  attributed  to  the  fact  that  there  was  one  more 
slaughter  day  in  February  this  year  than  last.  The  percentage 
increases  in  production  over  those  of  February,  1931,  amounted 
to  2.6%,  for  veal,  3%  for  beef,  7.5%  for  pork  and  lard,  and  10.6%, 
for  lamb  and  mutton.

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The  March  evaporated-milk-raarket  situation  was  largely  a 
continuation  of  conditions  that  prevailed  in  February,  when 
further  declines  in  butter,  cheese,  and  other  dairy  products 
markets  caused  sentiment  in  the  concentrated-milk  markets  to 
weaken.  Buyers,  viewing  the  general  declines  in  the  dairy 
products  field,  apparently  could  see  no  incentive  to  anticipate 
wants.  They  held  purchases  close  to  actual  needs,  thus  not 
only  reducing  the  movement  of  evaporated  milk  into  consump- 
tion but  also  causing  dealers  to  shade  prices  to  a  greater  or  less 
degree  in  several  cpiarters.  This  situation  finally  culminated 
in  a  decline  of  30  cents  per  case  early  in  March.  Since  the 
decline  market  sentiment  has  steadied  considerably.

March  Stocks  and  Movement  of  Southern  Rice 

Mill  receipts  of  southern  rough  rice  during  March  totaled 
812,986  barrels,  an  increase  compared  with  a  month  and  a  year 
ago.  The  seasonal  total  of  receipts,  however,  is  8%  smaller 
than  in  the  same  period  last  year.  Since  March  millings  were 
not  greatly  different  from  those  in  February,  mill  stocks  of 
rough,  April  1,  were  increased  to  607,805  barrels.  Shipments 
into  consuming  channels  of  852,038  pockets  were  larger  than  for 
February  and  about  the  same  as  for  March,  1931.  Milled  rice 
mill  stocks,  April  1,  were  slightly  smaller  than  amonth  ago  but 
about  13%  larger  than  on  April  1,  1931. 

The  April  1,  1932  southern  rough  rice  mill  stocks  of  607,805 
barrels  consisted  of  16.92%  long  grains,  53.58%  Blue  Rose, 
27.97%  Early  Prolific  and  1.53%  Japan.  Stocks  of  southern 
milled  rice  on  the  same  date  of  1,234,239  pockets  were  split-up 
as  follows:  23.09%  long  grains,  49.11%  Blue  Rose,  16.33% 
Early  Prolific,  0.80%  Japan,  5.46%  second  heads,  and  5.21% 
screenings. 

The  March  outturn  of  m.illed  rice  per  barrel  of  rough  was 
107.5  pounds  compared  with  107.1  pounds  in  the  previous 
month  and  105.7  pounds  in  March,  1931.  The  average  outturn 
so  far  this  season,  August  through  March,  was  106.6  pounds  per 
barrel  compared  with  106.7  pounds  in  the  corresponding  period 
a  year  ago.

Retail  Seed  Prices  Mostly  lower  than  last  Year 

Retail  seed  prices  about  March  1  averaged  lower  than  a  year 
ago  by  the  amounts  indicated  per  100  pounds  for  the  following 
kinds  of  seeds:  Red  clover,  $8.35;  alsike  clover,  $7.75;  sweet 
clover,  S2.70;  alfalfa,  $8;  timothv,  $5;  redtop,  $13.50;  Kentucky 
bluegrass,  $20.10;  orchard  grass,  $8.95;  German  millet,  $1.80; 
common  millet,  95  cents;  Siberian  millet,  85  cents;  amber 
sorgo,  $1.85;  orange  sorgo,  $1.65;  Sudan  grass,  $4.55;  rapeseed, 
$1.30;  hairy  vetch,  $1.25;  and  Canada  field  peas,  15  cents. 
Prices  were  lower  by  the  amounts  indicated  per  bushel  as 
follows:  Cowpeas,  $1.35;  soybeans,  $1.15;  seed  corn,  95  cents; 
seed  wheat,  25  cents;  seed  oats,  10  cents;  and  seed  barley,  20 
cents.  White  clover  seed  was  an  exception  as  prices  averaged 
$2.10  per  100  pounds  higher  than  a  year  ago. 


Alfalfa  Meal  Prodiiction  at  Record  Low  Since  May,  1929 

Alfalfa  meal  production  in  the  United  States  during  March, 
1932,  totaled  10,400  short  tons,  the  smallest  monthly  outturn 
since  May,  1929,  according  to  reports  received  from  meal 
grinders.  Grindings  for  the  first  10  months  of  the  1931-32 
season  were  61%  of  those  in  the  same  period  last  j'ear  and  51% 
of  those  2  years  ago. 

Approximately  29,600  tons  of  meal  were  in  store  at  mills  on 
March  1.  This,  together  with  the  month's  grindings,  made  an 
aggregate  supply  for  March  of  approximately  40,000  tons. 
Stocks  at  the  close  of  March  were  about  22,400  tons.  Domestic 
consumption  accounts  for  most  of  the  difference  of  17,600  tons, 
since  exports  in  recent  months  have  been  relatively  small.  This 
disappearance  compares  with  16,500  tons  in  February  and  is  the 
largest  since  December.  Exports  during  February  were  2  tons. 
Statistics  of  March  exports  are  not  yet  available.

Cold-storage  stocks  of  apples  w  ere  reduced  to  the  equivalent 
of  3,250,000  barrels.  This  amount  exceeded  holdings  of  a  year 
ago  by  333,000  and  the  5-year  average  by  485,000  barrels. 

Stocks  of  cold-pack  fruits  were  78,177,000  pounds,  the  excess 
above  a  year  ago  being  17,355,000  and  above  the  5-vear  average 
31,869,000  pounds. 

The  out-of-storage  movement  of  creamery  butter  for  March 
was  6,209,000  pounds,  compared  with  12,662,000  pounds  last 
year  for  the  same  period  and  the  5-year  average  movement  of 
9,722,000.  Holdings  were  8,976,000  pounds  less  than  on  April  1 
last  year  and  3,538,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 

American  cheese  stocks  were  reduced  bv  4,930,000  pounds. 
This  compares  with  6,132,000  last  year  and  5,096,000  for  the 
5-3'ear  average.  Holdings  were  below  a  j'ear  ago  bj'  5,054,000 
pounds  and  the  5-year  average  by  2,407,000.

Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  5,485,000  pounds 
less  than  last  year  and  2,996,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 

The  into-storage  movement  of  shell  eggs  \\-as  431,000  cases 
during  March.  During  the  same  month  a  j-ear  ago  the  in 
movement  was  1,485,000  and  the  average  movement  for  five 
years  has  been  1,396,000  cases.  Stocks  were  1,204,000  cases 
less  than  a  year  ago  and  839,000  less  than  the  5-year  average. 
The  increase  in  frozen-egg  stocks  was  846,000  pounds,  as  com- 
pared with  4,162,000  pounds  for  the  same  period  last  year. 
Total  stocks  of  both  shell  and  frozen  eggs  expressed  in  terms  of 
cases  were  1,466,000  below  the  same  date  last  year  and  188,000 
less  than  the  5-year  average. 

The  out  movement  of  frozen  poultry  was  21,909,000  pounds, 
compared  vvith  25,202,000  last  year  and  23,633,000  for  the  5-year 
average.  Stocks  were  4,527,000  pounds  above  a  year  ago,  but 
11,945,000  less  than  the  5-3ear  average.

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Summary  as  of  April  15,  1932 

Farm  Prices. — Somewhat  higher  prices  received  by  producers 
for  several  commodities  on  March  15  compared  with  those  of 
February  15,  resulted  in  a  l-pomt  advance  in  the  general  index 
of  farm  prices  from  60%  to  61%  of  the  pre-war  average,  but 
the  advance  proved  only  temporary.  Further  weakness 
developed  in  a  number  of  important  commodities.  Grain 
prices  declined  but  again  tiuned  upward  in  the  second  week  of 
April.  On  March  15  farm  prices  were  30  points  or  about  33% 
lower  than  their  averages  a  year  ago. 

The  index  of  prices  paid  by  farmers  is  now  estimated  to  be 
about  117%  of  pre-war.  With  prices  received  by  farmers  at 
61  on  March  15  and  somewhat  lower  during  early  April,  the 
relative  exchange  value  of  farm  products  is  approximately 
52%  of  pre-war  value  compared  with  68  a  year  ago. 

Farm  wages,  contrary  to  their  usual  seasonal  advance,  declined 
from  Janaury  1  to  April  1  this  year,  and  on  the  latter  date  were 
25%  lower  than  on  April  1  last  year. 

The  General  Wholesale  Price  Level. — The  wholesale  com- 
modity price  level  continued  to  decline  during  the  la.st  month, 
reflecting  similar  tendencies  in  industrial  conditions.  Prices 
in  other  countries  also  continue  to  sag  with  further  deterioration 
in  business  in  most  countries  except  England.  In  comparison 
with  the  general  average  of  96.2%  of  the  pre-war  average  for  all 
groups,  on  April  2,  farm  products  averaged  69,  chemicals  aver- 
aged 92,  metals  95,  foods  96,  textiles  104,  hides  and  leather 
118,  building  material  132,  and  house  furnishings  143%  of 
pre-war 

Business  Conditions. — Business  activity  during  March  was 
at  a  still  lower  level  than  that  of  January  and  February.  Some 
basic  industries  declined  further,  contrary  to  their  usual  sea- 
sonal expansion,  others  expanded  less  than  usual  for  March. 
Although  the  buying  power  of  consumers  and  the  industrial 
demand  for  farm  products  has  as  yet  shown  no  improvement, 
some  important  developments  have  taken  place  in  the  banking 
situation  resulting  in  a  considerable  reduction  in  the  number  of 
bank  suspensions  and  some  return  of  hoarded  money  to  banks. 

Business  abroad  also  continues  to  be  curtailed,  except  in 
the  case  of  England,  where  the  situation  is  stable  to  slightly 
better  as  a  result  of  a  balanced  budget  with  some  surplus  and 
a  steady  to  somewhat  higher  price  of  sterling.  On  the  European 
Continent,  industrial  activity  and  employment  at  the  beginning 
of  March  were  at  the  lowest  levels  in  years,  according  to  a 
recent  report  from  the  United  States  agricultural  attach^  at 
Berlin. 

Wheat. — Wheat  prices  were  lower  in  March  than  in  February, 
the  average  for  March  being  2  to  6  cents  per  bushel  lower  for 
most  kinds  of  wheat.  Most  of  the  decline  in  prices  took  place 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  month.  This  decline  was  followed, 
however,  by  a  marked  improvement  during  the  last  few  days 
of  March  and,  early  April. 

It  is,  of  course,  too  early  for  a  definite  indication  of  spring 
wheat  yields,  and  forecasts  of  winter  wheat  production  may  be 
materialljr  changed  by  weather  conditions  during  the  next  two 
months. 

Corn. — Corn  prices  declined  somewhat  further  during  March 
and  by  the  last  week  of  the  month  were  at  the  lowest  levels 
reached  thus  far  during  the  season.  Although  receipts  were 
small,  demand  continued  poor,  and  commercial  stocks  have 
been  increasing.  Commercial  stocks,  however,  are  smaller 
than  usual  at  this  time  of  year. 

Prices  of  corn  in  Buenos  Aires,  Argentina,  have  recently  been 
but  little  below  Chicago  prices,  indicating  that  prices  in  the 
United  States  are  fairly  close  to  an  export  basis.  Thus  far, 
however,  there  has  been  very  little  movement  of  United  States 
corn  to  foreign  markets.  Total  exports  for  the  period  Novem- 
ber to  March  having  amounted  to  only  abovit  152,000  bushels 
compared  with  421,000  during  the  corre.sponding  five  months 
of  last  season  and  an  average  of  11,781,000  bushels  during  the 
corresponding  period  of  the  last  five  years.  The  Argentine  corn 
crop,  which  begins  to  move  into  export  about  the  first  of  May, 
has  been  officially  estimated  at  268,000,000  bushels  which  is 
35%  below  the  final  estimate  of  last  j'ear's  unusually  large  crop. 

Tobacco. — The  regular  1931-32  marketing  season  for  most  of 
the  important  types  of  tobacco  grown  in  the  United  States  has 
now  closed,  and  interest  centers  chiefly  in  plans  for  the  1932  crop. 
In  general,  very  low  and  disappointing  prices  were  obtained  for 
the  production  of  1931  and  growers'  reports  of  intentions  to 
plant,  on  March  1  indicate  that  smaller  acreages  will  be  planted 
in  1932. 

Potatoes. — The  level  of  potato  prices  has  improved  noticeablj' 
during  the  last  month  as  a  result  of  sharp  freezes  and  a  pro- 


longed cold  spell  throughout  the  South  and  of  temporarily 
reduced  .shipments  from  Northern  States.  Part  of  the  price  rise 
which  took  place  during  the  middle  of  March  has  since  then  been 
lost  as  shipments  of  both  old  and  new  potatoes  increased. 

Rice. — Rice  prices  in  California  and  in  the  Southern  Belt  were 
lower  during  March  than  February.  Stocks  of  rough  and  milled 
rice  in  millers'  hands  on  April  1  vv^ere  reported  to  be  considerably 
larger  than  a  year  ago.  The  March  movement  of  milled  rice 
into  consuming  channels  was  somewhat  larger  than  the  February 
movement. 

Hogs. — Hog  prices  rose  about  60  cents  per  100  pounds  during 
the  first  two  weeks  of  March,  but  most  of  the  advance  was  lost 
in  the  decline  that  occurred  during  the  rem.ainder  of  the  month 
and  in  early  April.  Prices  at  the  peak,  made  during  the  week 
ended  March  12,  were  back  to  the  levels  of  early  November, 
1931.  Although  the  price  advance  early  in  the  month  was 
partly  in  response  to  the  seasonal  reduction  in  supplies,  the 
major  influence  was  probably  the  temporary  stmiulation  in  the 
demand  for  fresh  pork,  caused  by  the  sharp  drop  in  tempera- 
tures at  that  time.  With  the  return  of  warmer  weather  later 
in  the  month,  prices  turned  downward,  even  though  market 
supplies  continued  their  seasonal  decrease. 

Cattle. — Until  about  the  middle  of  March  prices  of  different 
grades  of  beef  cattle  continued  to  follow  their  usual  seasonal 
direction,  with  the  upper  grades  tending  downward  and  the 
lower  grades  upward.  After  the  middle  of  the  month,  however, 
prices  of  all  grades  of  beef  steers  declined  and  for  the  week 
ended  April  2  the  average  weekly  price  of  all  beef  steers  at 
Chicago  was  almost  back  to  the  low  point  reached  early  in 
February  in  spite  of  the  seasonal  increase  in  the  proportion  of 
the  better  grades  and  the  higher  prices  for  the  lower  grades. 

Butter. — The  production  of  butter  during  Februarj'  was 
decidely  larger  than  a  year  ago,  but  the  movement  out-of- 
storage  was  small  and  the  movement  of  butter  into  consumptive 
channels  was  only  slightly  larger  than  in  February,  1931. 
Butter  prices  in  March  averaged  about  the  same  as  in  February 
but  during  the  first  part  of  April  prices  reached  a  new  low. 

Cheese. — The  movement  of  cheese  into  consumptive  channels 
during  February  was  slightly  larger  than  a  year  ago;  production 
and  imports  were  lower,  but  the  movement  out-of -storage  was 
larger.  Cheese  prices  during  March  averaged  about  the  same  as 
in  February  instead  of  making  the  usual  seasonal  decUne. 

Eggs. — Egg  prices,  as  is  usual  at  this  season  of  the  year,  did  not 
change  materially  during  March.  The  efl'ect  of  a  weak  into- 
storage  demand  tended  to  offset  the  effect  of  very  light  suppUes. 
Receipts  continued  to  increase  but  were  much  below  previous 
years. 

The  farm  price  of  eggs  on  March  15  was  only  10.4  cents 
compared  to  17  cents  a  j-ear  ago,  the  lowest  State  average  being 
only  6.9  cents  per  dozen  in  Oklahoma.  With  the  downward 
trend  in  prices  during  the  last  two  years  it  has  often  been 
necessary  to  dispose  of  storage  eggs  at  a  loss. 

Chickens. — The  farm  price  of  chickens  on  March  15  at  12.6 
cents  per  pound  was  the  same  as  on  Februar.y  15,  compared 
with  16.1  on  March  15,  1931.  The  usual  seasonal  price  rise  at 
tliis  time  failed  to  occur  this  year;  due  apparently  to  the  fact 
that  receipts,  though  less  than  last  year,  are  showing  less  than 
the  usual  seasonal  decline.  Storage  stocks  are  also  slightly 
above  last  year  and  consumer  demand  is  weaker. 

Lambs. — The  lamb  market  made  further  improvement  during 
March  which  carried  the  level  of  lamb  prices  to  the  highest 
level  since  last  September.  Supplies  of  lambs  in  March  con- 
tinued large  but  the  increase  was  relatively  smaller  than  for 
several  months.  Inspected  slaughter  was  8%  larger  than  in 
March,  1931,  and  25%  above  the  5-year  March  average. 

Wool. — Business  in  the  Boston  wool  market  was  decide. 'ly 
slow  during  March  and  the  early  part  of  April  and  price  declines 
were  reported  on  all  grades  of  wool.  Although  slowness  of  the 
market  at  this  time  is  in  part  seasonal,  the  uncertain  outlook 
in  the  goods  market  and  the  delay  in  opening  lines  of  goods  for 
men's  wear  has  acted  to  prolong  the  quiet  period  for  raw  wool. 

Stocks  of  raw  wool  in  the  United  States  at  the  beginning  of 
the  new  wool  season  on  April  1,  1932,  apparently  were  much 
smaller  than  at  the  same  time  last  year.  The  increase  of  22,- 
000,000  pounds  in  domestic  production  in  1931  was  offset  by  a 
decline  in  imports  of  combing  and  clothing  wool.  The  increase 
of  20%  in  reported  consumption  thus  served  to  reduce  the 
heavy  stocks  of  wool  available  at  the  beginning  of  the  1931 
season. 

Cotton. — The  recent  decline  in  prices  which  reduced  the 
average  of  Middling  %-inch  cotton  in  the  10  spot  markets  from 
6.65  cents  per  pound  on  March  11  to  5.90  cents  on  April  11  was 
probably  more  largely  influenced  by  the  decline  in  other  mar- 
kets, particularly  the  stock  market,  than  by  developments  in 
raw  cotton  or  cotton  textile  situation  during  this  period.

Foreign  Crops  and  Markets 

WORLD    SITUATION    IN    SHEEP    AND    WOOL 

Outstanding  features  of  the  current  world  wool  situation  are: 
(1)  Prospects  for  a  1932  clip  about  as  large  as  in  1931  unless 
the  coming  winter  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  countries  is 
unusually  severe;  (2)  supplies  on  hand  from  the  large  1931  clip 
somewhat  heavier  than  those  of  a  year  ago  in  the  Southern 
Hemisphere;  (3)  a  continued  limited  demand  except  in  Japan, 
and  (4)  no  material  check  to  the  downward  trend  in  prices. 

The  European  clip  for  1932  may  show  some  increase  but  in 
the  United  States  sheep  and  range  conditions  on  April  1,  1932, 
were  the  poorest  in  several  years,  although  sheep  numbers  on 
January  1  showed  a  2%  increase.  Prospects  for  the  Southern 
Hemisphere  clip  may  be  changed  by  conditions  in  the  coming 
winter  but  sheep  numbers  increased  in  1931  and  grazing  has 
been  good,  especially  in  Australia.  There  has  been  little  in- 
centive to  liquidate  sheep  numbers  owdng  to  the  low  prices 
prevailing  for  mutton  and  lamb,  and  for  other  farm  products. 

Wool  stocks  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere  are  considerably 
larger  than  a  j^ear  ago  but  the  total  is  not  unusually  large. 
Domestic  supplies  in  the  United  States  have  been  sufficient  to 
meet  most  of  the  demand.  In  Europe,  continental  stocks, 
imports  and  mill  activity  are  relatively  low,  whereas  in  the 
United  Kingdom  wool  consumption  has  been  stimulated  by 
import  duties  on  finished  goods.  A  considerable  share  of  the 
output  of  continental  woolen  mills  has  traditionally  found  an 
outlet  in  British  markets.  In  .Japan  the  increased  interest 
of  the  past  few  seasons  in  Australian  wool  has  continued  to 
date.

EUROPEAN    GRAIN    CROP    CONDITIONS 

The  sowing  of  spring  cereals  in  the  Union  of  Socialist  Soviet 
Republics  has  made  progress  in  south  Ukraine,  the  southern 
and  central  parts  of  North  Caucasus,  Crimea,  middle  Asia,  and 
Transcaucasus,  although  the  cold  spell  early  in  April  impeded 
progress  in  some  sections,  Agricultural  Attache  Stcerc  cables  on 
April  7.  The  slowness  of  sowing  complained  of  was  due  chiefly  to 
organization  difficulties.  Snow  had  disappeared  by  early  April 
in  Ukraine,  North  Caucasus,  and  parts  of  the  lower  Volga  region 
but  in  other  regions  thawing  has  been  slow.  Transportation 
difficulties  rendered  the  distribution  of  seed  loans  unsatisfactory. 

At  the  beginning  of  April,  Germany  ofl^cially  reported  the 
condition  of  wheat,  r.ye,  and  barley  as  below  the  same  time  last 
year.  The  extent  of  winter  damage  to  crops  is  still  unknown. 
Spring  work  has  bc^n  delayed  due  to  continued  cold  weather. 
The  wheat  acreage  in  Prussia  and  western  Poland  is  expected 
to  be  reduced  because  of  economic  conditions  and  the  shortage 
of  seeds.  France  reported  late  rains  beneficial  but  the  weather 
was  still  too  cool  for  normal  crop  growth. 

COTTON    IMPORTS    INTO    JAPAN    CONTINUE    LARGE 

Total  February,  1932,  imports  of  raw  cotton  into  Japan 
reached  391,286  bales  against  266,884  bales  a  year  earlier, 
according  to  a  radiogram  of  April  4  from  Consul  Donovan  at 
Kobe.  The  American  share  of  the  February  imports  reached 
the  record  monthly  total  of  274,232  bales.  That  figure  in- 
cluded both  direct  imports  from  the  United  States  and  ship- 
ments diverted  from  Shanghai  owing  to  port  congestion  there 
incidental  to  military  operations.  Imports  of  American  cotton 
from  August  1,  1931,  to  March  4,  1932,  totaled  1,731,000  bales 
against  783,000  bales  for  the  corresponding  1930-31  period. 
Price  parity  continues  favorable  for  American  cotton  in  Japan, 
but  active  buying  ceased  at  the  end  of  February,  with  no  addi- 
tional activity  anticipated  for  several  months.  Holders  of 
American  cotton  expect  difficulty  in  moving  stocks.  Total 
visible  raw  cotton  stocks  in  all  Japan  on  February  29  stood  at 
502,156  bales  against  315,350  bales  a  year  earlier.  It  is  esti- 
mated that  between  present  stocks  and  cotton  on  order,  Japan 
has  at  least  eight  months'  requirements  on  hand. 

ARGENTINE    CORN    SITUATION 

The  harvesting  of  the  new  Argentine  corn  crop,  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  soil  and  seeding  of  small  grains  and  forage  crops  were 
progressing  actively  in  most  of  the  Provinces  up  to  mid-March, 
according  to  a  report  of  that  period  from  the  Argentine  Ministry 
of  Agriculture.  The  corn  harvest  was  under  way  the  first  part 
of  March  this  year,  or  somewhat  earlier  than  usual,  and  harvest 
results  thus  far  indicate  yields  and  quality  generally  below  those 
of  a  year  ago.  The  first  official  estimate  of  corn  production 
released  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  the  last  of  March  places 
the  crop  at  268,000,000  bushels  compared  with  the  revised 
estimate  of  414,000,000  bushels  last  year. 
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Price  Movements  of  Important  Agricultural  Products 
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This  set  of  charts  is  an  attempt  to  show  at  a  glance  the  price  situation  of  agricultural  products.  The  individual  charts  forming 
the  border  display  prices  which  are  considered  to  be  fairly  typical  of  the  market  price  movements  of  the  major  agricultural  products. 
The  upper  chart  in  the  center  shows  the  movement  of  prices  of  30  farm  products,  and  of  the  grains,  meat  animals,  and  cotton 
and  cottonseed  for  comparison.  The  lower  center  chart  shows  the  movement  of  farm  prices  and  retail  prices  of  commodities 
farmers  buy. 
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
